caybo, produce*! something of a sen­ 
sation. 
On the 15th September of the 
year 1688—a memorable year in the 
annals 
of 
England—three 
ships 
were afloat upon 
the Caribbean, 
w-hich in their coming conjunctions 
were to work out the fortunes of 
several persons. 
The first of these was Captain 
Blood s flagship the Arabella, which 
had been separated from the buc­ 
caneer fleet in a hurricane of the 
Lesser Antilles. 
The second ship was the great 
Spanish 
galleon, 
the 
Milagrosa, 
which, accompanied by the smaller 
frigate Hldalga, lurked off the Cay- 
mites. 
Aboard the Milagrosa sailed 
the vindictive Don Miguel. 
The third and last of these ships 
with which we are at present con­ 
cerned was an English man-of-war, 
which was at anchor in the French 
port of SL Nicholas. 
She was on 
her way from Plymouth to Jamaica, 
and carried on board a very dis­ 
tinguished passenger in the person 
of Lord Julian Wade, who came 
charged with a mission of some con­ 
sequence and delicacy. 
My Lord Sunderland, the Secre­ 
tary of State, had appointed a strong 
man to the deputy-governorship of 
Jamaica. This strong man was that 
Colonel Bishop who for some years 
now had been the most influential 
planter in Barbados. 
The Royal Mary—the vessel bear­ 
ing that ingenious, tolerably accom­ 
plished, mildly dissolute, entirely ele­ 
gant envoy made a good passage to 
St. Nicholas, her last port of call be­ 
fore Jamaica. 
It was underwood 
that as a preliminary Lord Julian 
should report himself to the Deputy- 
Governor at Port Royal, whence at 
need he might have himself conveyed 
to Tortuga.

them a total of $225,514,000. During 
the same month of the previous year, 
the same roads 
had 
1,754,136 
em­ 
ployes who received $237,602,959. 
The report also dealt with the ef­ 
fect ot the shopmen’s 
strike

summer. 
By October the roads 
re­ 
porting had 504.499 men at work in 
maintenance 
of 
equipment 
struc­ 
tures, Vhich division chiefly includes 
the shop crafsmen. 
This was 
113,- 
591 more than they had during Sep­ 
tember. 
It was noted also that the 
number of guards and transportation 
police in service during July when 
the strike begun, mounted to 39,430 
men, against a normal force of about 
8400. 
In October the 
number 
em­ 
ployed in this category was reduced 
by approximately 20,000 persons. 
The number of workers 
in 
the 
shops during October, 1922, the re­ 
port said, was greater than the num­ 
ber employed during October, 1921,
